r of your Refentment. You won't even imagine your- 
Fives injur’d; becaufe none of you will own the Charaéter. 
Hence, “tis true, I fee your Reformation is impoffible; and 
confequently, it may be objected, this Addrefs will be vain. 
I own it, with immediate Regard to you only; but if, by 
ftating your Mifcarriages in a juft Light, I can forewarn o- 
thers from being tempted into a like Praétice, I fhall at 
once have the Pleafure of doing Service to Mankind in Ge- 
peral, and make Reprifals on you in their Right, as the 
common Enemy whom 'tis their Intereft to deftroy.

He has loft all 
his Friends, by making them fucceffively the Buts of his 
Witticifms: He has Ill-Nature enough to be rude, and 
Tongue enough to be troublelome. But as his Vanity 1s 
always uppermott, his Satire makes no Impreffion; his 
Company always conceives fo difagreeable an Opinion of 
his Cenfure, that its the only Thing they condemn: In 
fhort, he takes more Pains to render him{elf contemptible, 
than would ferve to qualify him for a better Character. Old 
Star-Licur the Afrologer, fays he was born under Sa- 
GiTTarius, and that his Petulancy took Place at his Births 
but I write him down a Fool of his own making, and al- 
low him fifty Pages in the Records of my Office, to inroll 
the moft remarkable of his Brethren. 

The next is a Coguet of Twenty five, who has added to 

a very good Capacity a very extenfive Knowledge of Books, 
and the World: A Beauty from her Infancy, and finely ac- 
complifli’d by her Education; but all this Education, Beau- 
ty, Reading and Capacity, are made Ufe of, only to ex- 
pofe and ridicule lefs perfect Charatters than her own.

She gheans up Scandal even 
at Church, and makes every Sermon fhe hears a Lide/ on the 
Parith.——-She was born under Lisra: One half of her 
Tongue outweighs all her Brains.

I don’t expett your Approbation ofthefe Charafters, Lc 
dies and Gentlemen; “tis not your Bufinefs to be pleas'd, un- 
lefs ‘tis in finding Fault; and ‘tis ten to one if my Letter 
does not afford you ample Occafion. I know you are too

Extra of a Letter from $t. Edmundsbury, Suffolk, dated 
, the 5th Infant, 
E have lately made a very remarkable Difcovery, 
which has puzzled fome of our beft Antiquarians, 
and occafioned abundance of Speculation in thele Parts. 
Our Church of St. Mary’s, tho’ of above fix hundred Years 
ftanding, isa beautiful Structure; and thro’ the large Con- 
tributions of the Parifhioners, is not only kept in exceeding 
good Repair, but very much improv'd by new and coftly 
Decorations. At a late ig "twas unanimoufly agreed, 
to remove the white brick Pavement within the Rails 
which encompafs the Altar, and new lay it with black and 
white Marble. On the North Side of the Altar is ereéted a 
large high Tomb, cover’d with a thick, coarfe, unpolith'd 
Marble, which extends almoft the Length of all the Balli- 
fiers on the North Side, and is very incommodious in the 
Time of Divine Service.. Underneath the Altar is a large 
Vault arch’d with Stone. As this Monument has no In- 
{cription on it, it has been the receiv’d Opinion, Time out 
of Mind, that it was ereéted in Commemoration of fome 
Queen of France, but who, or upon what Account, was 
never known. On new laying the Pavement as aforefaid, 
we had" the Curiofity to fee whether the top Stone could 
not be commodioufly laid level with the Ground; but up- 
on opening the End of the Tomb, we difcover'd a Corps 
wrapp’d in Lead, extended on the Ground about fix Foot 
in Length, but of no great Bulk. Upon a narrow, and 
more curious Infpeétion, the following Words were dif- 
cern’d to be written on the Breaft, in an old Letter, moft}j 
wretchédly executed; Mary Quene 1533 of Frannee: And} 
underneath; in an old Englifb Character, Edmund H. But 
who that Edmund H. was, our Hiftorians are at a Lofs to in- 
form us.| However, this they all agree in, that King Henry 
the VIIth’s Daughter was interred there, Sifter to Henry 
the VIIIzh, who in the Year 1515, being then about 16 
Years of Age, was married to Lewis the XI[Ith King of 
France, and on the fifth of November that Year, wascrown’d 
Queen at Paris; but his Catholick Majelty dying about 
three Months after, the Queen Dowager was fent for into 
England, and married to Sir Charles Brandon, Duke of Suf- 
folk; and “tis conjeCtur’d, that as fhe died in thofe trouble- 
fome Times, it was thought moft proper to bury her in 
that obfcure Manner. We hear our Church Wardens have 
determin’d to polifh the top Stone, and have the Infcrip- 
tion in the fame Manner as‘on the Corps. Vaft Numbers 
of People of aJl Ranks and Degrees have, flock’d hither to 
gratify their Cariofity ; among the reft, his Grace the Duke 
of Beltcn, the Duke of Rutland, Sir Charles Wills, Gene- 
ral Honyqwood, and abundance of other Nobility and Gentry.
